To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Co unci 1 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  x^leasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1963  in  accordance  with 
regulations  3 (3)  and  13  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Outside 
London)  Regulations  1939° 

The  population  remained  static,  but  the  number  of 
births,  deaths,  stillbirths,  infant  deaths  and  cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  have  increased.  Consequently  these  rates  have  risen 
compared  with  last  year.  The  natural  increase  in  population,  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  was  20.  The  following  table  taken  from  the 
Census  Report  of  1961  illustrates  some  improvement  in  living 
accommodation  throughout  the  Rural  District  during  the  intercensai 
period,  although  the  situation  in  Kerrier  Rural  District  at  both 
census  counts  is  not  as  good  as  the  average  for  all  rural  districts 
in  the  County,

The  care  of  the  aged  in  their  homes  continues  to  be  a 
problem,  in  spite  of  much  help  from  neighbours-  Too  many  old  people 
living  on  their  own  are  not  receiving  the  help  they  require.  Some 
refuse  all  help,  others  cannot  receive  enough  from  existing  services. 
Housing,  nutrition,  foot  treatment  and  increased  help  in  the  home 
are  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  aged  in  the  Rural  District.  By 
the  end  of  the  year  work  was  practically  complete  at  Mullion  on  the 
first  Warden's  Unit  for  old  people  to  be  built  in  the  Rural  District, 
These  units  are  needed  at  centres  in  or  adjoining  the  more  populous 
parishes,  for  example  Stithians,  Wendron,  Constantine,  Ashton,  St,, 
Keveme  and  the  Lizard.  When  these  units  ai'e  in  being  they  could  form 
the  nucleus  for  Meals  on  Wheels  Services  in  the  rural  district. 


Efforts  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  to  set  up 
a pulverisation  plant  for  refuse  disposal.  Adjoining  Local  Authorities 
are  unwilling  to  share  the  cost  of  this  method  of  disposal  and  the 
Rural  Council  has  had  to  proceed  with  plans  for  its  own  needs.  In  this 
area  efficient  controlled  tipping  is  severely  hampered  by  shortage  of 
covering  material,  and  in  future  there  is  likely  to  be  a lack  of  tipping 
space.  For  the  foreseeable  future  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  other 
method  applicable  to  a rural  district,  which  is  likely  to  supercede 
pulverisation  as  a relatively  clean  and  hygienic  treatment  for  refuse. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  Chairman,  Members 
of  the  Committees,  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  the  staff  in  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  the  Area  Health  Office  for  their  work  during  the 
year.

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2.  Local  Health  Authority  Services 


Personal  Health  Services 


The  following  personal  Health  Services  are  provided  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  by  the  Cornwall  County 
Service  and  are  administered  through  No.  2 Area  Health  Sub- 
committee on  which  the  Kerrier  Rural  District  is  represented  by 
four  members  and  the  Helston  Borough  is  represented  by  one  member. 


(a)  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Nomen  who  desire  to  have  their  babies  at  home  are  supervised 
during  their  pregnancy  by  their  family  doctor  and  the  domiciliary 
midwife.  Adequate  and  continuous  ante-natal  and  post-natal  care 
is  essential  if  complications  in  labour  and  chronic  ill  health 
in  later  life  are  to  be  avoided.  Post  practices  in  the  Kerrier 
Rural  district  and  Helston  Borough  hold  ante-natal  clinics  at 
their  surgeries  at  which  the  midwife  attends.  Health  education 
is  available  for  these  mothers. 


Hospital 


Hospital  patients  who  have  booked  hospital  beds  attend  the 
hospital  outpatients  clinic.  Apart  from  emergency  cases,  bookings 
for  hospital  confinements  are  allocated  according  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health's  priority  groups,  for  medical  or  obstretical  reasons 
and  unsuitable  home  conditions.  Patients  who  have  been  accepted 
for  hospital  confinements  attend  the  hospital  ante-natal  clinic, 
but  continue  to  be  supervised  at  home  by  their  family  doctors. 
Mothers  and.  babies  are  normally  discharged,  home  on  the  10th.  day 
softer  delivery  to  the  care  of  the  Health  Visitor.  The  important 
post-natal  supervision  which  every  mother  has  four  weeks  after 
delivery  is  carried  out  by  their  family  doctor.

The  Health  Visitor  is  the  General  Social  Porker  responsible 
for  advising  all  the  families  in  her  district  and  carries  out  the  full 
range  of  duties  in  the  Public  Health  and  School  Health  fields,  with  the 
exception  of  Tuberculosis  visiting,  venereal  disease,  contact  tracing 
and  supervision  of  handicapped  persons.

(f )  Ambulance  Service 

During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service  from 
Tolvean  Depot,  Redruth,  carries  out  all  normal  duties;  at  nights  and  at 
weekends  cover  is  given  by  voluntary  ambulance  crew  of  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  at  Helston,  using  their  own  ambulance. 


All  ambulances  operating  from  the  depot  are  wireless  controlled 
and  are  thus  instantly  available  wherever  they  may  be.  This  frequently 
has  enabled  the  Depot  Controller  to  direct  an  already  moving  ambulance  to 
the  scene  of  an  accident. 


(g)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  2d* ter  Care 

( 1 ) Nursing  Equipment  - Cases  discharged  from  hospital  and 
requiring  after  care  are  treated  by  the  Home  Nurse  or  supervised  by  the 
Health  Visitor.  Sick  room  equipment  such  as  urine  bottles,  bedpans,  bed 
rests,  air  cushions,  mattresses,  rubber  sheeting,  can  be  had  on  loan. 

(2)  Hospital  - After  Care  - The  Assistant  County  Nursing 
Officer  liases  with  the  hospital  staffs,  background  reports  of  home  and 
social  conditions  are  made  available  to  the  medical  staff  and  advance 
requests  are  made  for  home  nursing,  home  help  and  supervisory  visits  which 
the  patient  may  require  on  discharge. 

(3)  Laundry  Service  - It  was  not  found  necessary  to  call  on 
this  service  during  the  year.  However,  there  has  been  an  increased  use  of 
incontinent  pads  which  are  suitable  for  most  cases. 

(4)  Welfare  Workers  - To  carry  out  the  provision  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  1948,  two  Welfare  Officers  and  1 Family  Welfare 
Worker  work  in  Area  2. 

(5)  Henta.1  Health  - Under  the  Mental  Health  Act  I960,  two 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  provide  for  the  admission  to  hospital  of  all 
mentally  ill  patients,  and  mentally  subnormal  persons,  and  their  sub- 
sequent after  care  and  rehabilitation  in  the  community.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  36  cases  in  Helston  and  Kerrier 
were  being  served  by  a Home  Help,  this  increased  by  7 by  the  31st.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 


Water  supplies  during  the  year  under  review  have  been  well  maintained. 

No  restriction  was  placed  on  consumers  where  piped  supplies  are  available. 

The  total  amount  of  water  produced  during  the  year  from  the  Kerrier 
undertaking  was  11 6.0  M.&.  with  an  additional  bulk  supply  from  the  other 

water  undertakings  of  120.0  M.G-.  Approximately  6,000  houses  within  the 

area  enjoy  a piped  supply  of  ’water. 


Trunk  Main,  Roskrow  Reservoir  - Predannaok. 

Work  is  now  completed  on  the  trunk  main  from  the  1,000,000  gallon 
reservoir  at  Roskrow  Wood  to  Predannack  and  Mullion,  and  the  villages  of 
Constantine  are  receiving  a piped  supply  of  water  from  this  source.  It 
was  also  possible  to  augment  the  supplies  in  The  Lizard  Peninsular  new  that 
the  trunk  main  is  completed. 


Work  is  proceeding  very  satisfactorily  on  the  Stithians  Dam  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  whole  of  the  concrete  work  will  be  completed  by  the  Autumn 
of  1964. 


Stithians  Water  Scheme  - Stage  4. 


Tenders  are  now  being  invited  for  carrying  out  the  work  in  connection 
with  the  above-mentioned  distribution  scheme  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  main  around  the  perimeter  of  the  reservoir  will  be  layed  and  ready  for 
commissioning  before  flooding  of  the  impounding  area  commenced  so  that  a 
number  of  farms  etc.  can  be  assured  of  a piped  supply  of  water  before  their 
existing  sources  are  contaminated. 

Public  Wells. 


The  works  of  closing  and  dismantling  public  wells  and  pumps  has  continued 
during  the  year.  Most  of  the  village  pumps  have  now  gone  and  all  that  remains 
are  some  outlying  areas,  where  it  is  most  unlikely  a mains  supply  will  ever 
be  available  and  the  area  to  be  served  by  the  phase  four  scheme  which  consists 
of  most  of  the  Parish  of  We ndron. 

It  is  still  the  policy  to  sample  well  and  spring  waters  where  used  by  the 
public  and  the  results  obtained  vary  considerably.  In  all  cases  where  poor  analysis 
are  obtained  warning  notices  are  posted  requiring  users  to  boil  the  water  before 
use.

In  addition  35  samples  were  taken  for  purposes  of  testing  new  mains 
prior  to  commissioning  of  the  Stithians  Water  Scheme  3rd  Phase. 


As  predicted  in  the  previous  report  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village 
of  Constantine  came  into  operation  during  the  year  under  review.  This  must 
fill  a great  need  in  the  village  and  will  facilitate  the  improvement  of  many 
sub-standard  properties  throughout  the  area. 

Little  progress  was  made  with  the  sewerage  schemes  for  Mawnan,  Budock, 
Breage  and  Ashton,  Ruan  Minor  and  The  Lizard.  Although  in  quite  an  advanced 
stage  of  preparation  expecially  Mawnan  and  Budock  the  schemes  have  encountered 
one  difficulty  after  another  with  the  nett  result  that  very  little  progress 
has  been  made  during  the  year  of  a positive  nature.

The  general  maintenance  of  the  whole  of  the  above  schemes  has  been  carried 
out  at  regular  intervals  with  good  results. 


In  relation  to  the  rather  slow  and  difficult  progress  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  schemes  the  cesspool  emptying  service  goes  from  strength  to 
strength.  The  demand  for  the  service  throughout  the  year  has  steadily 
increased  as  has  the  number  of  premises  using  the  septic  tank— soakaway  drainage 
systems.  As  in  past  years  the  operators  have  had  to  put  in  many  long  and 
arduous  working  periods  under  very  difficult  conditions  and  it  is  to  their 
credit  that  the  task  was  accomplished  with  a minimum  of  delay  or  complaints.

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Disinfection  of  Houses 


Following  the  trend  of  previous  years  the  demands  for  this  service  have 
been  on  the  decline.  Without  a doubt  this  improvement  can  only  be  due  to  the 
rapid  improvement  in  the  social  services  and  the  improved  working  and  housing 


conditions  of  the  general  public.

Refuse  Collection  and^  Disposal. 

With  the  ever  increasing  number  of  visitors  arriving  in  the  area  during 
the  summer  months  the  problems  of  refuse  collection  and  disposed,  assume  much 
greater  proportions.  This  task  has  of  necessity  been  tackled  without  any 
additional  operators  or  vehicles  and  has  only  been  accomplished  through  the 
uncomplaining  co-operation  of  all  concerned.  Regular  weekly  collections  have 
been  maintained  with  a minimum  of  delays  or  inconveniences.  The  litter 
baskets  in  County  Council  lay-byes  have  been  extended  as  also  that  on  the  more 
populated  beaches.  A twice  weekly  collection  from  litter  bins  has  been  operated 
as  has  also  the  additional  collection  from  Hotels  and  Caravan  Sites.  These 
services  were  greatly  appreciated. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  continued  to  be  somewhat  of  a problem  and  the  tips 
in  general  use  were  situate  at  Constantine,  Boscreege  and  Bonython.  The  tip 
at  Bonython  was  rapidly  coming  to  the  end  of  its  useful  life  and  efforts  we re 
made  to  find  an  alternative  tipping  area  for  that  locality.  The  tip  at 
Boscreege  was  covered  at  the  conclusion  of  each  tipping  period  with  a result 
that  no  difficulties  were  experienced  as  regards  fires  and  rodents  whilst  that 
at  Constantine  presented  many  difficulties.  All  tips  were  inspected  regularly 
and  treatments  for  rodents  and  flies  etc.  were  made  as  required.

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SECTION  F - General  Epidemiology 


The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  19 63  was 
114  compared  with  44  in  1962.  The  increase  is  accounted  for  by  the 
increase  in  the  cases  of  Measles. 

Measles 

Cases  v/ere  reported  in  each  month  of  the  year.  The  epidemic 
was  at  its  height  from  July  to  September,  in  which  period  62.8%  of  the 
cases  were  notified.  7 cases  occurred  in  adolescents. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

The  number  of  Kerrier  mothers  confined  in  hospital  and  developing 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  4«  No  cases  occurred  in  domiciliary  confinements. 

The  Maternity  Unit  at  Redruth  serves  the  whole  of  the  County. 
1,765  births  were  notified  and  46  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred. 
This  gives  an  incidence  of  26  cases  per  1,000  births. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

7 cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  throughout  the 
year,  giving  a case  incidence  of  0.32  per  1,000  population.  4 cases 
wer e admitted  to  hospital  for  periods  varying  from  1 week  to  3 months. 

16  contacts  of  these  new  notifications  were  investigated  giving 
a contact  rate  of  2 persons  per  notified  case.  The  table  below  shows 
the  type  of  contact  investigated.

Typhoid  Fever, 

FollovvTing  the  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  Zermatt  in  February, 

Health  Departments  took  note  of  the  possibility  of  typhoid  fever  being  an 
explanation  of  illness  in  any  person  -who  had  recently  visited  that  town. 

This  type  of  investigation  was  set  in  motion  when  a number  of  workmen 
engaged  on  relaying  part  of  a drainage  system  at  an  hotel  in  the  district, 
became  ill  with  vague  gastro  intestinal  symptoms*  Enquiries  from  guests 
who  had  stayed  at  the  hotel  revealed  that  onc^ person  had  been  in  Zermatt 
at  the  time  of  the  outbreak.  Investigation  of  the  workmen,  water  supply 
and  drainage  system  excluded  the  possibility  of  typhoid  infection. 


In  March. 

One  contact  of  a confirmed  case  infected  in  Zermatt  showed  no 
evidence  of  the  disease. 


In  September. 


A suspected  case  was  investigated  in  hospital  and  found  to  be  free 
of  the  disease. 
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
